W Have forborn writing to you, ex- 
Y pecting to have been furniſhed 

with an Exa&t Account of At- 

fairs in and about Londonderry - 
but as yet no ſuch thing is come to 
our hands, neither can we be certain- 
ly informed, whether the Relief be 
got in there, or not, becauſe no Ships 
have of late come from thence. Burt. 
by Fiſhing-boats, and othevethifts, ſe- 
veral of your Tenants are. come to 
this Place, who give this: Account : 
That the Proteſtants all abour the Sea- 
ſide, are commanded and forced to re- 
move to the Mountains; for:tear that 
if an Army from England ſhould 
land there, they would join with them. 
There is one Mr. Montgomery come to 
this Town from Jre/and, who had ie- 
versl Prote&tions from the late King: 
James, and from all his Generals; not- 
withſtanding which, he was forced to 
leave the Countrey , and. make his 
Eſcape, being warhed by ſome of. his 
Friends (- who are Rowan-Catholicks ) 
That a general Maſlacre of the. Pro- 
teſtants was intended ; and that it 
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would have been fo before this time 

but chat rhe Pope writ Letters tothe 
Iriſh, to forbear till a more fit r- 
tunity. That the Jriſþ Clergy and 
Geatry being earneſt to have it done 
out of hand, King James was againſt 
ir ; but at laſt they had prevailed with 
him to conſent to it ; and it had been 
pur in-Execution, had not the Pope's 
Order given a Reſpit ro it. You may 
gueſs what a miſerable Condition the 
poor Proteſtants there are in : God in 
his Infinite Mercy relieve them.

= Afternoon Captain YVauzhan 
of Breneranagh , Mr. Humble, 

and Mr. Wray, and ſeveral others,came 
to this place. They left the Fleet on 
Saturday laſt, which at that time could 
not get up to Lond-nderry, by reaſon 
'of a Boom laid croſs'the River from 
Pennyburn-Mill. That Mr. Browning 
would have adventured to go up, but 
Major-General Xirk would not ſuffer 
him till a more convenient*opportuni- 
ty, having ſome other Deſign in hand. 
The Gentlemen of Donegal, (with the 
leave and order of the Major General) 
took twoMen of War along with them, 
with intent to land a good number of 
Men at the Iſland of Zzce, and there to 
intrench themſelves : In the Logh 
they met Sir James Caldwa!l coming to 
the Fleet, to give an Account, That 
. the Men of nis4i/lin hold out bravely, 
but were ſtreightned in Ammunition ; 
whereupon the Major-General ſent 
them a large and handſom Supply. 
Ballyſhannon holds out, and ſo doth 
Donegal, under the Care of Sir Albert 
Coningham; and another place,of which 
T have foxgot the Name. By the en- 
courageinent of the Frigats lying in 


Logh- Fozl; Tniskillin, Donegal, and the 


Fleet, hold a conſtant Correſpondence. 
There are. in /iski//in Four thouſand 
Horſe and Foot well armed, and Four 
thouſand more good Men that wanted 
Arms, but are now ſupplied from Ma- 
jor-General Xirk. On Friday laſt was 
ſeven-night there was a ſharp Engage- 
ment between the Gariſfon of Londox- 
derry and the 7riſh; in which the Ene- 
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- my loſt a Hundred and fifry Men, ſome 


fay more. The People of Londonderry 
are Maſters of the Wind mill- Hill. 
The Sheriff of the County of Donegal, 
with ſome Forces, is now burning all. 
the Gentlemens Houſes in that Coun- 
trey. Your Houſe is alſo burnt to the 
ground, and all your Land depopala- 
ted, and moſt part of all rhat County. 
The Proteſtants are driven like Sheep . 
to the ſlaughter. Brian O Cahan, the' 
Titular Dean of Derry, is Commander 
in Chief in that County, having a 
Guard of Rogues about him, and does 
what he pleaſeth there. The City of 
Londonderry received full Intelligence 
from the Fleet, by a Man who twam 
over the River from about Alderman 
Tomkins his Houſe,
